MacleanSpeaks on Meth- 
ods of Sterilization 



Kingston. Ontario, February 23. (Spe- 
ri.d to McGill Daily)— At the close of 
tonight's competitions Toronto Varsity, 
McGill and Queen's had remained close 
together so far sis points were concerned. 
Eliminating the fencing bouts, as points 
will be given for them tomorrow night, 
from the consideration of the summary.

An address entitled "Chemical Disin- 
fection and Sterilization" was given to 
the Chemical Society yesterday after- 
noon. The speaker was Dr. A. R. 
M . Maclean, who gave a most detailed 
account of the various chemical methods 
employed for ilisiuf eolation and for the 
uteri! i/fct ion and preserving; of food 
stuffs. 

Dr. Maclean said that various disin-' 
fcc.ting agents ha\e been '\iiown in the 
world for many years, being common 
among the Greeks and Romans. Sulphur 
was probably the first to be known, al- 
though salt as a preservative for meals' 
was also common, particularly among 
the Unmans. He then went on to des- 
cribe the. différent methods of preserv- 
ing food which are used today, particu- 
larly the pasteurization of milk to pre- 
vent it from souring. In ths connection 
Dr- Maclean exhibit d to the audience 
two cans of milk, our of which bad been 
filled and sealed in 1910, the other in 
I l J 1 2, the milk in both having previously 
undergone certain treatment. It was 
■ident that the milk in each can was 
still in a perfect state of preservation in 
spite of the long lime since being placed 
there. 

The speaker then proceeded to describe 
the processes carried on to purity drink- 
ing water and (be water in public baths. 
He illustrated bis various statements by 
diagrams showing the different chemical 
substances which were, used as disinfect- 
ing agents and the respective activities 
of each substance. 

The address was concluded by a prac- 
tical demonstration of a piece of modern 
apparatus used to obtain water absolute- 
ly free from all bacteria for experimen- 
tal purposes. 

A short discussion followed, led by 
Dr. MacOallutn. who acted as chairman. 
The meeting was then adjourned and lite 
large number present must have fell well 
rcrviid for having heard so interesting 
and instructive an address. Before ad- 
journment a vote, of thanks was tender- 
ed to Dr. Maclean for his kindnrss in 
delivering an address to the members of 
the Chemical Society.

The prices of the tickets for the show, 
which -were fixed yesterday, have been 
made on a scale that will make the best 
of them available to all of the students, 
while the cheaper seat'- will be much less 
costly than the ordinary rale for a mov- 
ing picture show. Box seats will be sold 
for $1 .00 plus tax, while the reserved 
seats in the- orchestra and the. front bal- 
cony will sell at. seventy-five rents and 
sixty cents, according to their location in 
the bouse. The seats at the rear of the 
balcony will not be. reserved and will 
be sold at a much cheaper rate. 

In accordance with the expressed de- 
sire of the majority of the undergradu- 
ates; plans jiavc been inad-e. whereby the 
clauses will be able to attend the pro- 
duction in groups and will br able to sit 
together. In order to make this plan 
feasible, tickets will be sold to the slu- 
dents in the classes, which may be ex- 
changed either individually or in groups 
by their class officers for reserved 
tickets at the office of the Students' 
Council. The tickets will probably go 
on sale some time during the. next week. 

The matter of the campaign foi - student 
relief in Russia was also dealt with at

Two interesting papers arc m course 
oi preparation to be delivered at the 
Historical Club on Wednesday evening 
inext, February 28th. The speakers will 
be L- C. Tombs of third year Arts, 
and Gotirlay of second year. The form- 
er has chosen for his subject the life of 
Lieutenant-Getieral John Graves Simcoe, 
first Lieutenant-Governor of Upper 
Canada, who was appointed after the 
passage of the Constitutional Act of 1791. 
The name of General Simcoe is held in 
high regard throughout Canada today, 
especially in Ontario, where be laid the 
foundations for 'that provinces future 
greatness. 

Gourlay will deal with a distinguished 
contemporary of Simcoe, Sir Guy Carle- 
ton. Lord Dorchester. Sir Guy Carle- 
ton was a statesman of great ability, 
and a soldier of renown. As Governor- 
General of British North America shortly 
after the commencement "of British rule 
in Canada he carried out his policies with 
lemarkable tact. He was the first oi a 
sen's of eminent Governors-General pf 
Canada . 

A number of extremely interesting 
papers have, been read at the Historical 
Club during the session, and it is hoped 
that there will be a good attendance at 
Wednesday's meeting . It Is expected 
that the final meeting of the club, at 
which officers for the ensuing year will 
be elected, will take place on March 28, 
the speaker for the occasion being Dr. 
W. D. Lighthall, K.C., well-known 
Montreal poet and lawyer. Historical 
students would do well to reserve this 
date. 



Following the serving of luncheon in 
the Rose Room of the Windsor Hotel 
yesterday afternoon, Dr. Whipple, Pro- 
fessor of Sanitary Engineering at Har- 
vard University, addressed a large and 
interested audience on Industrial Sanita- 
tion. Mr. E. W. Beatty, 1'rcsidcnt of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
and Chancellor of McGill University, 
introduced Dr. Whipple as a man who 
had given many years of service to the 
subject of sanitary engineering. Dr. 
Whipple also served as a Major in the 
American Red Cross force during the 
Great War- 

Prefacing his address Dr. Whipple 
said that he had come to Montreal for 
two reasons ; first, to address this audi- 
ence and secondly to celebrate the thirti 
etb anniversary of his wedding. 

Industrial health, continued the pro- 
fessor, must be looked upon as three 
concentric circles, one representing hy- 
giene, the second sanitation and the third 
medicine. The difference between hy- 
giene and sanitation is that hygene starts 
in the individual and works its way out, 
whereas sanitation starts from beyond 
the individual and gradually finds its way 
to him. 

It is only since a few years that any 
attempt has been made by those respon- 
sible for the management of factories 
to install some system of sanitation in 
them. Prior to this no care whatso- 
ever was given lo Ihc health of a work- 
man. 

Speaking of restaurants, a word de- 
rived from die Latin res, a thing, and 
taurus, a bull, and which therefore may 
he defined as a "bully thing.' Dr. Whip- 
ple cited the example of a restaurantcur 
who was curious as to the purport of cer- 
tain laws which the government made 
him observe. Accordingly be hired a 
Sanitary Chemist, and as a result of the 
investigation:, of this chemist found that 
the laws were not only of benefit to 
those who patronized his establishment 
but also lo himself as well. 

Like all other things, this new idea 
of welfare o( the workmen can be car- 
ried too f.ir. An employee does not 
care as a rule, to see a considerable 
amount of money thai might be otherwise 
expended in increasing his salary, spent 
on workman welfare. He prefers to 
look after bis own welfare himself and 
in his own way. There is danger, too, 
of the government taking too great a 
hand in this matter. The function of 
a government is to prevent injury to 
workmen, not to give them benefits.

The McGill Canadian Club will present 
at its eighth meeting the Very Reverend 
Albert Victor Baillic, C.V.O., M.A., 
Dcui of Windsor and Chapla'm to the 
King.

Every student will be given an opportu 
nity lo contribute next week and the 
committee is anxious that the students 
will think carefully and respond as free- 
ly as possible to this important cause.

Much lias been said, and doubtless much will be said in the 
future, with reference to the necessity of tendering support to the 
Team; by "the Team" meaning, of course, the senior aggregation, 
be it in rugby or hockey, which carries the colours of its Alma 
Mater upon the gridiron or ice. Nothing could be farther from our 
intentions than to seek to discourage attention being given, as it 
will always be given, to the senior teams of the college ; undoubtedly 
one of the factors contributing largely to the honour of gaining a 
place upon them, is the constant manifestation of interest in them 
and their activities by the undergraduate body. However, we do 
belteye, that for the benefit of these senior teams greater concern 
ought to be demonstrated towards the successes and defeats of the 
junior squads, if lor no other purpose than to encourage more men 
to strive for a place upon these lallcr and to thus augment the 
source of supply for the recruiting of material for future first-line 
representations. There is without question room for criticism in 
the advocation of such a policy on the grounds urged; there ought 
certainly to be no difficulty experienced in obtaining men' to turn 
out for the various sports simply for the sport's sake; but it is a fact 
that appreciation of the recreation must first be realized before this 
very desirable end is achieved. It is our conviction that the benefits 
of a game are comprehended best by the man comparatively unfamil- 
iar with it in the university environment, when they arc emphasized 
by wide-spread interest which that sport creates among the under- 
graduates. 

It is to induce prospective candidates for the junior teams, and 
ultimately for the senior squads, to heed the exhortations of the 
Coach to attend practices that we would urge a greater evidence of 
sympathy in the junior teams by the students. Once the candidate 
has bctii introduced to the playing of the game, we are assured that 
•he will then "play the game for the game's sake." At McGtll, junior 
competition demands stimulation ; this cannot be better accomplish- 
ed than by turning out and "rooting" for the juniors. It merits a 
trial, at any rate.

The most difficult task facing the student as he enters the por- 
tals of McGill is to choose a course of study leading to a particular 
profession, or if not a profession, a sphere of activity, offering the 
most interest and lor which he is best adapted. The words of 
Charles Lamb, "The measure of choosing well is whether a man 
likes what he has chosen," are as true today as when written, over 
a century ago. But to lay down any fixed rule that the student 
should and must stick rigidly 'to such and such a course would be 
futile. Quite a number make one, and sometimes two changes, be- 
fore'thcy reach their final choice. Nevertheless it would be highly 
I desirable if the mind of the student was sufficiently developed so as 
to enable him to commence his university career with a clear vision, 
and a determination to see his course through to the end. 

Before; deciding on any definite career, the student should con- 
sider the question from all angles — give the matter deep thought, 
acquaint himself with the fundamentals of "the profession, and, if 
possible, secure the viewpoints of its leaders. To carry on in_a pur- 
poseless fashion is to court mediocrity, and all too often, failure as 
i well. The world is passing through a great crisis, and the type who 
will better conditions is not the mediocre. Experts say that the 
North American continent is producing a narrow, standardised man, 
who is unfitted to cope with the myriads of problems ever before 
' mankind. The student is in a position to combat this tendency. 

Much of the inanity and misery of life would not be experienced 
if the student would at the very dawn of his college career carc- 
. fully lay the foundation of a strong structure which in years to come 
would rear its lofty head to true success.

Movements for efficiency in factories 
pB' arc not always looked upon favorably 

■ by employees. They regard these move- 
mente as tools that will be used to get 
■more work out of them. 
I A fact almost axiomatic in. factory ef- 
jiciency is that all workers must be kept 
"'' well. Due to the monotony of his work, 
an employees state of mind will not re- 
main in the best of condition for long 
if nothing is done to stimulate his in- 
terest in his work. A suitable way of 
stimulating interest is to deliver to the 
^•workmen a scries of illustrated lectures 
' Vin the whole process of manufacture o 
the article involved- The man should 
be shown carefully that his particular part 
of the work is of greatest importance and 
that he is an integral part of the factory 
L in which he is employed. 

AH factories at the present time are 
forced by law to take precautions against 
he possible poisoning of their workmen, 
ut a better system than this is to edu- 
cate the men. If they arc shown enough 
about the nature of their work to enable 
them to take all necessary care, more will 
be accomplished than by material me- 
thods. 

Every factory presents its own sanita- 
tion problem. Most of these problems 
can, however, be narrowed down to 



cases involving chemistry or engineering. 
The sort of man that is required to look 
a f ter the sanitation of a factory is a man 
who has devoted his undergraduate years 
to the study of sanitary chemistry, which 
consists', besides a thorough course in che- 
mistry, of biology and some engineering. 
This field is as yet undeveloped, and 
therefore offers a fine opportunity to 
many young men. The work involved in 
such a position is mcchancal, physical 
chemical and medical. 

One of the great results from a com- 
merciaJ standpoint, of the introduction of 
sauiUary measures, is the lessening of .in- 
surance premiums and a great increase 
in production. When satisfactory me- 
thods of sanitation are introduced in a 
factory there is much less illness among 
the employees. It has been estimated 
that at least ten per cent of a man's 
time may be saved by the introduction of 
measures that tend towards better sani- 
tary conditions. It benefits the work- 
man, too, for lie loses much less pay. 

There are several reasons why work- 
men leave their factories. Chief among 
these are dissatisfaction as regards 
wages, dislike for the foreman, family 
reasons, or more often unsatisfactory 
factory conditions. Improvement in fac- 
tory conditions will then be of essential 
importance to an employer, for it will 
enable him to keep. his good men. It 
costs approximately thirty-five dollars to 
train a new man for a position, so that a 
great saving would accompany improve-

Efforts arc being made in countries 
of Anglo-Saxon origiil to celebrate 
June I5lh as Magna Charta day, the 
umiivcrsary of the granting of the 
charter which, although signed in 1215, 
yet profoundly affects the liberties of 
citizens of many countries of the 
world. Sir Arthur Currie, who is a 
member of the committee for Canada, 
has been in touch with the executive 
committee and it is hoped that this 
year Magna Ghana Day will lie pub- 
licly celebrated by civic authorities in 
Canada as well as Magna Charta Sun- 
day by the various religious bodies 
throughout the Dominion. 

The objects of the Magna Charta 
movement arc: 

I- — To have the English speaking na- 
tions observe Magna Charta_ Day an- 
nually— the one outstanding event 
which they can all hold in common — 
as they celebrate July 4th and Empire 
Day, even though .ft may not be- done 
on so large a scale, or with so much 
enthusiasm. 

(a)— The press to touch upon the 
event on June 15th, the day the Char- 
ter was granted in 1215; and 

(!>)— Churches and Sunday Schools 
to celebrate Magna Charta Sunday, the 
third Sunday iii June, a fixed date. 

2. — To bring about a closer sense of 
unity of purpose on the part of these 
widely scattered nations, and to de- 
velop a greater feeling of responsibility 
for the peace of the world, which lit- 
erally hangs upon the continuing of 
their cordial relations. 

3. — By means of Magna Charta 
Clubs: 

(a) — To encourage widespread study 
of the origin and development of the 
liberties of the English speaking peo- 
ples of the world. 

(b) — To awaken a higher apprecia- 
tion of the principles set forth in this 
great document .and a better under- 
standing of the far-reaching influence 
of these principles in the framing of 
the Constitution of the United Stales 
and of tlje. Consentions, , .written or 
unwritten, of the other English speak- 
ing nations. 

(c) — By thus emphasizing this and 
other elements in the common politi- 
cal heritage, to promote peace, har- 
mony and co-operation among all Eng- 
lish-speaking nations and the speedy 
removal of all misunderstandings that 
may arise, 

(d) — To act ..as clearing, .house of 
ideas looking to. the closer union of 
thought and purpose of the English- 
speaking nations. 

Broad and generous . thoughts arc 
frequently expressed in press and pul- 
pit, assemblies and parliaments, which 
lacking an organization of this kind 
rarely get more than local notice. 

These clubs finding a splendid edi- 
torial, an extract from a speech or 
magazine, promotive of harmony in 
the seven nations, would clip and re- 
produce thera for publication in . the 
papers of each of the seven nations, 
and would thwart by all means in thr.ir 
power the efforts of those who seek 
to make trouble between England and 
the United States by the distribution 
of living propaganda; 

4. — To strengthen thé national sta- 
bility of each of the seven nations, by 
having the children know the many 
important steps in the development of 
the liberties the race enjoys, s as one 
now encourages them to know by 
heart the patriotic songs and the lead- 
ing events in national history. 

Tin's will make them better citizens, 
and it will be more difficult for disloy- 
al elements, to interfere with British 
liberties. 

5. — Britons have dreamed that some 
day Magna Charta Day might become 
the greatest outstanding world day, on 
which the free minds in every coun- 
try will join in spirit, and which in 
time will make the nations themselves 
realize that they must behave toward 
each other as Britons individually be- 
have toward each other. ' 

6. — To have erected in every legisla-

'The editor.-, Briton 
Madden and Henry R, Luce, Chairman 
and Managing Editor, respectively, of 
the 1920 News board, will he. assisted by 
a large staff of college graduates who 
will contribute articles for the sixteen 
general departments. Time will make 
its initial appearance on February 24. 

I bidden and Luce conceived Ihe idea of 
founding in New York a new national 
weekly, and were abb' to talk about it so 
convincingly that soon they found among 
their backers a large number of influen- 
tial men, including university presidents, 
journalists, literary men, men in public 
life, clergymen, etc; 

Professor William Lyon Phelps, writ, 
ing in the Alumni Weekly, tells of the 
aims, policy and important features of 
Time : 

"Tlie number of recent Yale graduates 
who have published full length novels aJid 
volumes of poems increases so fast that 
it i- difficult to appraise their work; now 
comes a venture tlïal belongs not to liter- 
ature, but to journalism. This is in many 
ways the most important undertaking b\ 
oui young alumni that I know anything 
about, and if it succeeds, as, I have every 
reason (or believing it will, its founders 
will have die satisfaction of having really

WHAT "TIME" WILL BE. 

"Time, is weekly ucws-niagazine, with 
the aim of keeping mai and women well- 
informed about what is going on in the 
world ; its uniqueness consists in its plan ;

plete Organization.' In thoir own words, 
the editors believe that the reason why 
so many people arc uninformed is 'be- 
cause no publication has adapted itself to 
the time which busy men arc able to spend 
on simply keeping informed.'

"Time collects its materials from every 
newspaper and periodical of standing in 
the world, and gives the gist hi about one 
hundred short articles none of which is 
longer than seven inches of type. Every 
article will be found in its logical place, 
according to a definite scheme of ar- 
rangement. This scheme comprises six. 
telen general departments, as follows 
National Affairs, Foreign Affairs 
Books, Theatres, Motion Pictures, Art, 
Music, Education, Religion, Law, Mcdi 
cine, Science, Business, the Press, Sport, 
Crime.

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Time- omits most of what must neces- 
sarily appear in every daily paper : In com 
parison with the weeklies, Time gives the 
irreducible minimum of material, mental 
and spiritual events of general interest ;

articles. What is particularly valuable 
is that its news- facts are from three to 
fifteen days fresher than ran possibly be 
the case with bulkier periodicals. Time is 
I printed every Thursday and includes 
everything up to Tuesday night; it is 
therefore really con temporary.

organization. There is no reason why a 
man should not take both periodicals. 
The Digest holds the scales equally bal- 
anced: Time gives both sides, but shows 
clearly ils-prcfcrcncc. Time makes no 
editorial excerpts; il is not a journal of 
selected opinions, but merely of facts — 
it might take Giiy dc Maupassant's motto 
- l'humble \enle. 

"Time will have no editorial page. But 
the young editors give the following 
catalogue of their prejudices :
